Town of Windham adopts the following ordinance to govern the 
operation of its Solid Waste Disposal Facility. 
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I. PURPOSE: 


To provide for the disposal of Municipal Solid Waste generated in 
the Town of Windham in a safe, economical, and environmentally 
sound manner with emphasis on MANDATORY RECYCLING to reduce the 
amount of material in the waste stream. 


II. DEFINITIONS: 


1% RESIDENTIAL WASTE: That waste from the residential uses or 
occupancies in the Town of Windham. 


2. COMMERCIAL WASTE: That waste from Commercial and Industrial 
facilities or uses in the Town of Windham. 


a RESIDENTIAL DEMOLITION WASTE: That waste from minor repairs 
or alterations of a residential nousehnold in the Town of Windham 
limited to 1 cubic yard per week, not to exceed 4 cubic yards per 
year. 


4. COMMERCIAL DEMOLITION WASTE: That waste from the repair, 
alteration, Or destruction of any structure in the Town of 
Windham, including residential demolition waste in excess of 4 


cubic yards. 


SK HAZARDOUS WASTE: That waste which is defined by RSA 147-A as 
hazardous waste. 


6. UNACCEPTABLE MATERIAL: That material which will not be 
accepted at the Disposal Facility, such as concrete, ledge, 
boulders, bricks, chimney tile, or items of a similar nature. 


a COMMERCIAL HAULER: Any person, corporation, partnership, or 
other entity who charges a fee to haul residential or commercial 
waste for deposition at the Town of Windham Solid Waste Disposal 
Site. 


= F RECYCLABLE MATERIAL: Designated material which would 
otherwise become solid waste, which is separated, collected, 
processed and returned to the economic mainstream in the form of 
raw materials or products. 


9. COMPUTER PAPER: This is defined as high grade computer 
paper. 
10. WHITE PAPER: This is defined as letterhead, copy paper, 


lined paper, and envelopes without plastic windows. No colored 
paper is allowed. 


III. PERMITTED DISPOSAL: 


The following categories of materials may be deposited at the 
Windham Solid Waste Disposal Facility: 
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1. Residential Waste. 2. Commercial Waste except as limited in 
Section IV. 3. Residential Demolition Waste. 4. Tires without 
rims. Siz Any items on the list of Recyclable Materials as 
posted at the Disposal Site. 


IV. PROHIBITED DISPOSAL: 

The following categories of materials are not permitted to be 
deposited or left for disposal at the Windham Solid Waste 
Disposal Facility: 


in + ne importing of any material into the Town of Windham for 


the purpose of depositing at the Disposal Site is 
prohibited. If in the opinion of the disposal site 
personnel, the material was not generated in the Town of 


Windham, the disposal site personnel shall refuse to accept 
this material until the origin of the material has been 
determined. Businesses that sell equipment out of town 
shall not bring the replaced or exchanged equipment into 
Windham for disposal. 
2. Commercial Demolition Waste. 
3. Hazardous Waste. 
4. Unacceptable Waste as defined in Section II. 
See Plastics from Commercial or Industrial operations. 
6. Tires with Rims. 
7. Any other materials of whatever nature that are not otherwise 
listed as permitted under Article III. 


V. PERMITS: 


No person, company, or business shall be permitted to deposit any 
material at the disposal site unless a valid Disposal Site Permit 
has been obtained, and a vehicle identification permit is posted 
on the vehicle. The Permit shall be obtained from the Disposal 
Site Manager. 


The Disposal Site Manager shall make recommendations to _ the 
Selectmen as to the setting of any fee described hereunder as to 


be determined by the Selectmen. The Selectmen are hereby 
authorized, pursuant to the provisions of RSA 41:9-a to set all 
permit fees established under this Ordinance, following the 


procedure set forth in said statute. 


Iie RESIDENTIAL DISPOSAL SITE PERMIT: Fee to be determined by 
the Selectmen. A maximum of two vehicle identification stickers 
will be issued per household. The sticker shall contain the tax 
map number of the property and the vehicle registration number. 


ee ALTERNATE VEHICLE PERMIT: Fee to be determined by the 
Selectmen. This is for a one time use of an alternate vehicle. 
The permit shall be obtained from the Disposal Site Manager prior 
to the use of the vehicle. 


3. COMMERCIAL DISPOSAL SITE PERMIT: Fee to be determined by the 
Selectmen. The Commercial Disposal Site Permit is required for 
Commercial oor Industrial facilities. The types of materials and 
their quantities shall be listed on the permit. If Commercial or 
Industrial facilities transport their own material to the 
disposal site, they also need a Commercial Hauler Permit. 


4. COMMERCIAL HAULER PERMIT: A Commercial Hauler Permit is 
required for Commercial Haulers to deposit their material at the 
Disposal Site. For residential waste, the fee, as determined by 
the Selectmen, is based on the number of households served. 


The fee for the hauling of Commercial or Industrial Waste shall 
be determined on a weight or volume basis. There will be no 
charge for Recyclable Waste. 


Ss SPECIAL WASTE PERMIT: Special fees may be imposed by the 
Disposal Site Manager with the approval of the Board of Selectmen 
as the need arises. Said fee shall not exceed the cost of 
disposal plus ten percent €10%).

Recycling shall be MANDATORY and the waste shall be separated 
into the following categories.

6. BATTERIES:

a. This includes other materials added to the list of 
recyclable materials by the Board of Selectmen in 
accordance with the procedure set forth below. 


8. ALL OTHER WASTE: 
a. Other forms of permitted waste which are not listed 
above as materials suitable for recycling. 


As technology and markets become available, the Selectmen shall have 
authority, following public hearing, to add additional categories of 
recyclable materials as additions to category 7 above; such changes 
to become effective following publication of this addition in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the town and posting at the 
disposal site for two weeks prior to implementation. Likewise when 
circumstances make viable disposal of an established category of 
recycled material impossible, the Selectmen, following public 
hearing, may remove any item in categories 1-7 above, the removal 
being effective immediately. 


VII. MATERIAL HANDLING REGULATIONS: 


v9 METALS: No aluminum, cast iron, or heavy metals shall be 
accepted within dimensions greater than 18 inches by 48 inches. 
No light metals shall be accepted with a dimension greater than 
36 inches by 72 inches. 


All metals shall be clean before they will be accepted at the 
disposal site. All plastics, rubber, tires, padding, coverings, 
webbing, wood, etc. shall be removed from the metal. Any metal 
not properly cleaned shall not be accepted at the disposal site. 


2. METAL DRUMS: Large metal drums of 38 gallons or more must be 
cut in half. Small containers of less than 38 gallons shall be 
cut in half or have their tops removed. 


3. ENGINES AND MOTORS: Engines and Motors shall have all of the 
Oil and anti-freeze removed and have their oil-pans removed. 
Removal of oil-pans at the site will not be allowed due to 
possible contamination. 


4. PAPER: Newspaper, computer paper, and white paper shall be 


deposited in the designated containers. If you bring the papers 
in a brown paper or plastic bag, remove the papers and deposit 
the bags in the disposal material pile. Magazines are not 


recyclable material at this time. 


=e GLASS: Glass shall be deposited by color, in the designated 
containers. Tops shall be removed. Plate glass, dishes and 
ceramics are not recyclable.

VIII. ENFORCEMENT: 


The Selectmen are hereby charged to carry out the enforcement of 
the terms and provisions of this ordinance. The Selectmen may 
delegate such power to one or more designees with tne authority 
to bring actions to force compliance with this ordinance. 


IX. PENALTIES: 


Any person Cincluding natural persons, corporations, 
associations, etc.) who violates the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be subject to imposition of a civil penalty per the 
following schedule: 


First offense: Written warning with a copy to the Board of 
Selectmen. 


Subsequent offenses: Fine not less than $250.00 and not to 
exceed $3000.00 for each such violation, such penalty to enure 
to the Town of Windham as it may direct. Each violation, 
including similar violations at successive times and/or. dates, 
shall constitute separate offenses under this provision. 


In. addition, the Selectmen are authorized to seek injunctive 
relief to enforce the compliance with said ordinance. 


xX. EFFECTIVE DATE/ENACTMENT: 


The provisions of this ordinance shall take effect on April 16,, 
1990 after adoption by Town Meeting. Adoption of this ordinance 
is construed to include repeal of any prior ordinances governing 
solid waste disposal which are inconsistent with this ordinance.

B. The use of motorized vehicles is prohibited subject 
to the following exceptions: 


a. Upon the authorization of the Selectmen and 


the Conservation Commission, motorized 
vehicles may be permitted for any maintenance 
or construction work needed to implement 
management plans for the area. 

b. Law enforcement vehicles/emergency vehicles 


may be permitted within this area at any time. 

c. Vehicles registered for highway use may use 
Woodbury and Abbot Roads for access to the 
Natural Area. Parking is permitted only in 
designated parking areas. 


C. Littering, disposal of garbage, trash or motor vehicles 
is prohibited. 


D. Cutting, digging up or otherwise willfully damaging 
trees, shrubs or plants except as authorized by the 
Conservation Commission. 


E. Building of fires is strictly prohibited. 


F. There is no public access to Moeckel Pond, ae private 
pond, from the shoreline abutting the Deer Leap Natural 
Area. Boating, swimming, fishing or otherwise 
trespassing on Moeckel Pond from this’~ shoreline is 


prohibited. 


G. Swimming is prohibited from the Right of Way shoreline of 
Rock Pond at the end of Abbot Road. 


H. Camping. 
4. Violations. 


Violations of this by-law shall be punishable by assessment of 
the following fines:

To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Windham, New Hampshire 


We have audited the financial statements of the Town of Windham, 
New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1989, and have 
issued our report thereon dated May 16, 1990. 


In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements 
of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire for the year ended December 
Ko 1989, we considered its internal control structure in order 
to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing our opinion on the financial statements and not to 
provide assurance on the internal control structure. 


The management of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire is 
responsible for establishing and maintaining an internal control 
structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and 


judgments by management are required to assess the expected 
benefits and related costs of internal control structure policies 
and procedures. The objectives of an internal control structure 
are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, 


assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions are 
executed in accordance with management’s authorization and 
recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial 
statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles. Because of inherent limitations in any internal 
control structure, errors or irregularities may nevertheless 


occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of 
the structure to future periods is subject to the risk that 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions 
or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies 
and procedures may deteriorate. 


For the purpose of this report, we have classified the 
significant internal control structure policies and procedures in 
the following categories. 


Budget 

Cash and investments 

Revenue and receivables 

Expenditures for goods and services and accounts payable 
Payroll and related liabilities 

Debt and debt service expenditures 


For all of the control categories listed above, we obtained an 
understanding of the design of relevant policies and procedures 
and whether they have been placed in operation, and we assessed 
control risk. 
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A material weakness is a condition in which the design or 
operation of one or more of the specific. internal control 
structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the 
risk that errors or irregularities in amounts that would be 
material to the financial statement may occur and not be detected 
within a timely period by employees in the normal course of 
performing their assigned functions. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not 
necessarily disclose all conditions that are considered to be 
material weaknesses as defined above. However, Our study and 
evaluation disclosed no condition that we believed constitutes a 
material weakness. 


This report is intended for the information of management, and 
the Board of Selectmen. This restriction is not intended to 
limit the distribution of this report, which is a matter of 
public record.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


As we review the tasks completed by the various departments 
during the past year, we, the Board of Selectmen, can report to 
the residents of Windham that 1990 was indeed a year in which to 
remember. Not only did the Town accomplish some very significant 
goals, but the State also achieved a very important goal within 
the Town. 


In 1989 we reported that the State would be installing traffic 
lights at the Route 111 and Hardwood Road intersection. During 
the summer and fall of this past year, this much needed 
signalization was accomplished and lights made operational during 
the month of October, 1990. 


At the last regular Town Meeting, the residents approved the 
transfer of funds approved for an incinerator to be used for the 
construction and equipping of a transfer/recycling center. The 
primary reason for the change to a transfer station was the 
increased cost of constructing and operating an incinerator 
facility due to more stringent emission regulations passed by the 
EPA. After months of intensive efforts on the part of Code 
Enforcement Administrator Frank Keefe, working with the 
construction firm of Pra Con Inc., the facility was officially 
opened on November 13, 1990. Not only is the facility operating 
at a high efficiency, but is also being admired by various state 
and other local officials as being "state of the art". 


Over the past year, we have reviewed over 42 applications for the 
position of Disposal Site Manager, and have interviewed many 
worthwhile candidates. Unfortunately, due to one reason or 
another, we have been unsuccessful at filling this position. We 
have included $20,000 in the Solid Waste Budget to fund this 
position for approximately three quarters of this year with the 
hope that we will have completed the hiring process by April of 
1991. 


The Town also completed a major renovation to the Windham Town 
Hall. The addition of handicapped bathrooms, elevator, 
wheelchair ramp and much needed interior office renovations has 
mace the operations of the Town Hall more efficient and effective 
as well as providing accessibility to those individuals in town 
who would like to utilize the building, including attendance at 
meetings, which in the past was oftentimes impossible due to the 
lack of proper facilities to accommodate them. 


The computer system at the Town Hall continues to operate 
effectively, although the staff has had to work out a few “bugs." 
The Town Administrator plans to implement the Accounts Receivable 
module this season as well as adding the Assessing Office on to 
the system. Again this year, the staff has worked tirelessly to 
produce a camera ready Town Report in house, saving the Town 
close to $2000 in typesetting costs. Looking at last year’s 
report, also completed by the staff, we see nothing but a 
successful product this year. 
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After months) of negotiations, mediation and a factfinder’s 


hearing, the Town and Fire Union could not reach an agreement on 
a first year contract. At this year’s Town Meeting, we will 
present the Factfinder’s Report to the residents for a vote. lak 
adopted by the voters, the Factfinder’s Report becomes”) the 


foundation for the first contract. Copies of the report are 
available for your review at the Selectmen's office during normal 
working hours. 


Currently, the Town is also in negotiations with the Police 
Union. We have included an article in the warrant to ratify an 
agreement if one is in place at the time of the meeting. 


Due to the continued slowdown in the economy, we have experienced 
a lack of substantial growth in Windham throughout 1990. As the 
building department report illustrates, building permits were 
down again this year. The tax rate, primarily because of a sharp 
decrease in revenues (mostly current use as well as motor vehicle 
registrations) rose 13.27% in 1990. 


The Board of Selectmen are concerned with the state of the 
economy and thus have carefully and painstakingly reviewed the 
budgets this year. As a result, we have reduced the overall town 
budget. In reviewing the budgets, we felt that only those items 
that were absolutely essential would be funded, in order that we 
could reward our dedicated employees with a slight cost of living 
increase of 3.6%, the lowest increase over the last five plus 
years. As we have pledged in the past, the Board will continue 
to carefully scrutinize each budget in order to minimize the tax 
rate impact for the upcoming year. 


In closing, the Board of Selectmen, along with the Town 
Administrator, extends sincere appreciation to all of the 
department heads, employees and volunteers for another successful 
and productive year. Finally, to the citizens of Windham, we 
extend our gratitude for their support and understanding during 
the past year. Although the current economic picture may seem 
bleak, we feel confident that through the efforts of our 
employees we will be able to continue to deliver the services our 
residents expect and deserve.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In 1989, all departments were asked to adopt a zero increase 
operating budget for 1990. We are again, this year, asked to 
present another zero increase operating budget. With present 
energy situations, this is going to present a very difficult 
task. All town employees, hnowever, are acutely aware of the 
current tax situation, whether by virtue of being a Windham 
resident, or in their own home town. Every effort on every front 
is being made to provide quality service to the community with 
the least tax impact possible. 


The efforts of a dedicated police department in 1990 resulted in 
increases in arrests €21.5%), and DWI arrests (36%). During this 
same time, our motor vehicle accident picture brightened again by 
a decrease (4.6%). These increased activities occurred at a time 
when calls for service increased by 4 percent. 


We do not feel that we will be able to continue this trend with 


our present staff. We have made recommendations for increased 
staff in 81990", as well as this year. We continue to provide 
services at levels that stretch our manpower capabilities, all 


the time hoping that we are able to maintain those levels of 
service. 


We have received much support from the residents of the 
community, and with continued support, we pledge to continue our 
quest to keep Windham the safe community everyone has come _ to 
expect. We wish to thank one and all for that past support.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


I am very glad to report that the Windham Fire Department has met 


its goals and objectives for the year 1990. The department 
personnel have accomplished 4,904 training hours of fire/rescue, 
2,896 training hours of emergency medical service, and 386 
training hours of management skills. This enormous amount of 
training hours has enabled us to maintain a high efficiency in 


response to fire/rescue and emergency medical service incidents. 
We were able to bring our Call Force to Firefighter I, Emergency 
Medical Technician and Career Firefighter levels. This level of 
training is not seen in many other towns and we are indeed 
fortunate to have accomplished this mission. 


We anticipate and plan, in the calendar year 1991, to certify our 
entire full-time and call force at the Firefighter II and Pump 
Operator levels. It is also our intention to expand our Fire 


Prevention and Public Education Programs to better meet the needs 
of the community. We are looking forward to a closer working 
relationship with community organizations and citizens in town, 
which will further enhance’ the delivery of our essential 
services. 


We have had a large amount of input this year regarding the 
operations of the department, and have tried to consider this in 
our decision-making process. We continue to welcome suggestions 
and comments in reference to our Fire Department operations.

What a great time to be an Assessor! It seems with the falling 
real estate market that everyone is an expert in what a property 
is worth; how it should be assessed; and why, with years of 


experience, you know less than the taxpayer. 


Many have voiced their view that all that has to be done is take 
the equalization rate, which is reflecting history of a year and 
a half earlier, and multiply it by the current sales, which have 
dropped off the edge of the table in the last few months, and 
presto - there’s the assessed value! Not so! 


Most important is what the value of the property was on April 1st 
in the year of tax levied, not the estimated fair market value as 
proposed by either the taxpayer or realtor the following 
December. 


What is "Fair Market Value"? Certainly not the foreclosure, the 
forced sale one step ahead of the bank, the transferee who lets 
the property go just to get out from under, or the transfer 
between business partners, family members or friends. Lately, 
there are few sales that are legitimate arms-length transactions, 
especially since April 1st with such a supply of property on the 
market and so little demand. 


In the meantime, we must struggle to interpret this’ highly 
volatile market to try and maintain equity, and hopefully, the 
market will soon flatten off to where a meaningful revaluation 
can take place. 


Towards this end, I have suggested to the Board of Selectmen that 
the town raise and appropriate $60,000 at this year’s Town 
Meeting to be held and matched with a like amount in 1992 and 
1993, to conduct a revaluation, effective April 1, 1993. 10h hd CR 
idea is accepted, we will have gone twelve years between 
reassessments. 


Once again, I wish to thank all for their help and continued 
patience.

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WELFARE REPORT 


Town Welfare is available to assist individuals and families when 
emergencies exist in their particular circumstances and they are 
unable to provide for their basic necessities. In past years, 
the number of clients served by general assistance has been 
relatively small. However, due to the current overall economic 
Situation, we have seen an increase in the number of clients 
seeking general assistance and it seems that the trend will 
continue into 1991. 


Our program offers temporary assistance by providing vouchers for 
food, shelter, heat, utilities, and other necessities to 
residents who are experiencing financial difficulty. 


In 1990, the Town assisted 29 households at a total cost of 
$18,844.04. The three priorities were vouchers’ for_ food, 
electricity and shelter expenditures. Of this amount, the Town 
was reimbursed $3,822.43 by applicants receiving assistance 
during the year. 


During the Thanksgiving and Christmas seasons, various groups and 
private individuals in Town donated turkeys and presents to many 
needy families. Without the generosity of these people, the 
holiday season would have been empty for many. On behalf of the 
Town, I extend a heart felt thanks for your support. 


In 1991, the Town will continue to pledge our support and 
whatever efforts are required to help those in need.

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LIBRARY REPORT 
THE NEW YEAR BEGINS -- 


For the Library, the year 1990 began on a rather disheartening 


note. At about 12:30 a.m., New Year’s Eve, the Library fire 
detection system went off, and the Windham Fire Department 
responded to the call. Our furnace had failed - the Library was 


Filled with black sooty smoke! 


The Fire Department quickly evacuated the smoke and secured the 
building. New Year’s Day found the Library interior covered with 
a sooty coating, and anything white was now the color of a_ grey 
sweatshirt at best, and considerably worse in places. Needless 
to say, cleanup began immediately. The Library was closed for 
the first seven working days of the new year while we cleaned. 
Each of the 20,000+ books in the Library was checked and cleaned. 


Thanks should be expressed to the following for their assistance 
and support throughout our "clean up": Chief Weed and the 
Windham Fire Department; David Sullivan, Town Administrator; 
Board of Selectmen; Rich Bouchard and Complete Cleaning; and 
Helen Tucker. 


As can be seen, 1990 could only improve. And it did! 
USE OF YOUR LIBRARY INCREASED -- 


Library circulation passed the 57,000 item mark - reaching a 
total of Se eOS items circulated to residents. This was an 
increase of greater than 3,000 circulations from 1989. 


At the end of 1990, 4,194 residents were registered users of the 
library, an increase of 534 from the previous year. 


The Library purchased 1,075 new adult books, as well as 460 
children’s books. A total of 1,535 new items were added to the 
collection in 1990. 


21,884 people visited the Library over the course of the year, 
which was an increase of 5,26e patron visits from the previous 
year. 


LIBRARY PROGRAMS -- 


January, 1990, the Library offered a reading/discussion program 
Peeeacgulits entitled “THE STORY OF MY. LIFE". This series’ of 
autobiographical and biographical readings was very interesting 
and well attended. This program was held on six evenings, 
January through April. 


In May, the Library was a site for the program "Languages of the 


Bible", a joint product of the New Hampshire Classical 
Association and the New Hampshire Humanities Council. 
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This program took place on eight evenings through May and June. 
Participants were taught how to begin to read either Hebrew or 
Greek text with the aid of a lexicon. There was discussion of 
the historical and cultural setting during which these languages 
flourished, as well. 


This program was intended for persons not familiar with either 
language. More than fifty persons participated in the program. 


During November and December, adults were invited to participate 
in an "Introduction to Great Books" discussion program. 


CHILDREN’S ACTIVITIES AND PROGRAMS -- 


Children’s activities are never lacking at the Library. This 
year our children’s room hosted fourteen visits from 10cal 
kindergartens. 


Story Hour continues to be popular. For several years now, the 
Library has offered Story Hour programs for 3, 4 and 5-year-old 
children. These are always well attended, averaging 60 to 70 
visits per week. On May 23, our Story Hour Party took place 
featuring entertainment by story teller, Claudia Altemus. 


During the summer, the Nesmith Library and libraries all over New 
Hampshire encouraged children to "Get That Reading Rhythm". This 
was the theme for the Summer Reading program, during which 
Windham children read over 3,400 books. 


At the end of August, the children who had participated in the 
reading program were treated to wonderful performances by 
Magician Bob Riordan, and the music of Rhoda and Brownie. 


BUILDING ISSUES -- 


For the past few years, the Library has been struggling with 
space issues, particularly the lack of room to install shelving 
sufficient to hold new books and the lack of multi-purpose space 
needed to service Our current programs for adults and children, 
and to allow us to increase and improve program offerings. 


Concurrent with all of the previously described activity, 
Trustees and the Library Building Committee spent many hours 
examining the current Library use and the suggestions of 
Consultant Patience Jackson. This resulted in a decision to 
interview architects, and to engage the services of architect 
Clinton Sheerr. Sheerr’s company proposed an addition to the 
Library which, if adopted, should serve the Town well for twenty 
plus years. Plans are available at the Library for those 
interested. Related work continued throughout 1990.

Staff members have taken 
courses in Public Library Techniques. These courses are offered 
by the New Hampshire State Library and the School of Life Long 
Learning. e: 


Trustees hope to use the space available at the library as 
effectively as possible. In 1989, the Trustees asked for money 
to study the needs of the library and the feasibility of 
expanding the present library building. This study continued 
through 1990, and we hope to present the results of this planning 
at the March 1991 Town Meeting. This will be an informational 
presentation only.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEES REPORT 


The Cemetery Trustees meet on the fourth Tuesday of the month at 
7:30 pm in the Town Hall. The public is invited to attend. 


The care of all cemeteries in Windham is vested in the Cemetery 
Trustees by New Hampshire law. Windham has’ three Trustees, 
elected by ballot to serve for three years without compensation. 
Day to day record keeping, management and care of the cemeteries 
is performed by a Cemetery Superintendent reporting to the 
Cemetery Trustees. 


In June, Charles Otis resigned as a Trustee because he was no 
longer residing in Windham. At the end of July, the Selectmen 
appointed Lillian Bailey to fill Mr. Otis’ term which expires in 
1993. 


The new Infant Section at the Cemetery-on-the-Plains was loamed 
and seeded, and decorative flowers and shrubs have been planted. 
A new fee schedule for infant plots was approved. Funds to 
purchase flowers to beautify the cemeteries were presented to 
Jane Day by the former Garden Club of Windham. Perennials have 
been planted and annuals will be added in the Spring. 


Large sections of the Cemetery-on-the-Plains were selectively 
loamed, seeded and fertilized in an on-going program to bring 
active parts of the older cemeteries up to the level of the new 
Cemetery-on-the-Plains. 


An automatic pump was installed on the well at the new 
Cemetery-on-the-Plains, and outlets located in the new 
Cemetery-on-the-Plains and across Ministerial Road at the Tarbell 
Gate in the Cemetery-on-the-Plains. Many owners have taken 
advantage of this water supply to improve their plots with 
decorative plantings. This water supply has made possible the 
tur f improvements mentioned above. During the coming year, 
extension of the piping to other areas of ' the 
Cemetery-on-the-Plains is planned. The addition of a water 


supply at the Cemetery-on-the-Hill will also be studied during 
the coming year. 


During the past year, an effort was made to clean and preserve 


over one hundred of the older gravestones in the 
Cemetery-on-the-Plains. After some controversy and input from a 
number of interested citizens, the Trustees have agreed to 


continue the work following the guidelines of the Graveyard 
Restoration Handbook published by the New Hampshire Old Graveyard 
Association. 


The reconstruction of cemetery records and development of a data 
base continued during 1990, but the pace has been slow due to 
lack of time. The computerization of ownership/burial records, 
using the town computer system, is being pursued. This effort 
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will continue during the coming year, and the Trustees have 
agreed to try to hold one extra workshop each month to get this 
project moving. 


In July, the Trustees voted to clarify the right to purchase 
cemetery lots as follows: “Anyone paying taxes to the Town of 
Windham for a residence is entitled to purchase two cemetery 
lots. Additional lots may be purchased at the discretion of the 
Cemetery Trustees". This was done to clarify the rights of 
seasonal property owners wishing to be buried in Windham. 


In order to gain information on the management and care of the 
cemeteries, the Cemetery Trustees have voted to join both the New 
Hampshire and the New England Cemetery Associations during 1991. 


During 1990, there were twenty-five burials and forty-one plots 
were sold to nineteen individuals. 


The Trustees are pleased to report that many favorable comments 
have been received regarding the appearance of the cemeteries 
under the care of Superintendent Ralph Lord.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


CONSERVATION LAND 


Deer Leap - The Commission built a parking lot at our Deer Leap 
conservation property near Rock and Moeckel’s Ponds. By-laws 
governing the use of the land for passive recreation and wildlife 
habitat and prohibiting hunting and motorized vehicles were 
accepted at the March Town Meeting. Preliminary layouts of 
hiking trails were established and the canoe access to Rock Pond 
was cleared. 


Foster’s Pond - This natural area continues to be the most 
popular and heavily used conservation land in town. On Earth 
Day, April 22, 1990, the Commission opened a 1.2 mile nature 
trail dedicated to Nancy Johnson, former chairman of the 
Conservation Commission and member for over 18 years. A_ sign, 
built by Bernie Rouillard, was erected at this time. The Windham 
scouts held two organized camps and removed the wrecked jeep from 
the pond. CcOrganized groups from Windham may camp at Foster’s 
Pond with advanced permission from the Conservation Commission.) 


Campbell Land - Even though she officially retired from the 
Conservation Commission in March, Nancy Johnson volunteered her 
time this year to help with our LCIP application to acquire 
nearly 30 acres of land with over 5,000 feet of frontage on 
Beaver Brook from Mr. Alan Campbell of Windham. A public 
hearing was held in October and the application was submitted in 
November. A decision on our application by the LCIP board is 
expected in February 1991. 


Other Land - The Commission has been approached by several land 
owners this year interested in participating in land conservation 
programs. These properties are located in the northeast part of 
town and include land near Mitchell's Pond, one of our natural 
areas targeted for protection. 


WETLANDS PERMIT ACTIVITY AND PLAN REVIEW 


The Conservation Commission reviewed and made recommendations on 
10 dredge and fill applications and 21 subdivision plans this 
year. Most of the dredge and fill applications were for 
permission to retain work Cmainly docks and retaining walls in 
lakes and ponds>d for which a permit had not been granted as 
required by state law. In many cases, the NH Wetlands Board 
denied these after-the-fact permits and ordered restoration. New 
subdivision plans were practically non-existent. Most of the 
subdivision plans reviewed were alterations to existing plans 
that have been in process for a year or more. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The Commission planted a Sugar Maple on the lawn in front of Town 
Hall on Earth Day, in addition to opening the new nature trail at 
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Foster’s Pond. Also in the spring, the annual "Spring Runoff" 
canoe trip was held jointly with the Derry and Londonderry 
commissions. This year's Conservation Camp was attended by Scott 
Mendozza and Wendy Gendron. Their attendance was sponsored with 
funds provided from the Commission’s budget. 


The Commission participated in the meetings of the Rte bestest 
By-pass Committee and the meetings held by the NH DOT on the 
widening of I-93. We sponsored a public information meeting on 
water quality and New Hampshire’s Volunteer Lake Assessment 
Program. We provided input to the Selectmen concerning the water 
quality problems in Castleton Brook and the eastern end of 
Cobbetts Pond, and began research concerning methods to control 
fertilizer use in critical watersheds. 


One of the most important activities the Commission has 
participated in this year is the Master Plan Committee and the 
Capital Improvements Plan. Our attention to the issues of 


providing funding to help acquire and preserve open space and 
open space zoning will continue in 1991 as one of our major 
objectives.

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CABLE TV ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORT 


Nineteen ninety proved to be another record-setting year for 
Windham Community Television. In February, WCTV, the Windham 
Schools, and Pinkerton Academy all combined efforts to produce 
“Drug Awareness Week". This week-long series combined taped and 
live programming produced at the studio, all with the goal _ of 
educating the community about drug issues facing Windham’s young 
people today. The live studio programs featured a panel of local 


experts from the fields of education, law enforcement, and 
medicine. Viewers in the community called in their questions and 
comments for the panelists live on the air. This enormous 


project required many production hours by dedicated individuals - 
educators from the Windham schools and Pinkerton Academy, 
community professionals, and the volunteers and staff of WCTV 51. 


Another first for WCTV came during National Fire Prevention Week 
in October. The studio and the Windham Fire Department combined 
efforts to educate the community on Fire Safety and related 
issues by producing another week-long series. This series also 
involved both taped and live call-in programs and received much 
positive feedback from the community. 


Ninety programs were produced in 1990, not including weekly 
Selectmen's meetings and other public meetings, representing a 
34% increase over last year’s total. New training classes were 


introduced feeecmne fall of 1990. Kirby Griffith, a Cable Board 
member and a video professional, generously volunteered his time 
and expertise to teach the Studio Production course with five 
volunteers completing training before the end of the year. 


Sixteen volunteers completed various levels of production 
training, including eleven new volunteers Can 80% increase in new 
volunteers trained compared to 1989 figures). Studio and 


equipment use also showed a continued increase over the last 
year. 


Early in the year, the studio cameras began having significant 
problems, which were determined to be due tO aging of the 


components. Harron Cable Television showed their commitment to 
keeping our facility at full function by ordering state of the 
art cameras and related equipment to replace our present 
configuration. As a result of this equipment upgrade, our 
capabilities will be greatly enhanced. Harron’s continued 
cooperation in terms of financial, technical, and staff Support 


to Windham Community TV is greatly appreciated. 


Windham Community Television, with the support of the Cable 


Advisory Board, continues to strive for high quality in 
television production. With each year’s upgrades and ongoing 
volunteer training, the goal of ensuring full utilization of 


first-rate television equipment and technology available to the 
Windham community is well within reach. 
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The Cable Advisory Board meets on the second Thursday of each 
month at 8:00 pm at the WCTV 51 Studio. Comments, suggestions, 
or complaints regarding your cable service are welcome.

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ELDERLY HOUSING TASK FORCE REPORT 


The Elderly Housing Task Force began the year with high hopes for 
the development of Elderly Housing on two promising sites. Many 
factors, however, have dulled that hope. 


The most significant of these factors is that the New Hampshire 
Housing Finance Authority, which had previously given us 
encouragement and real hope of financing, announced a change of 
regulations whereby no Elderly Housing project would be funded 
unless it was in conjunction with low-income housing. This is an 
impossible task under our present zoning. 


The Committee also explored financing through Farmers Home and 
HUD, only to be told that our project was too small _ (for 
consideration and/or the town’s average income was too high for 
eligibility. Although many of Windham's elderly are owners’ of 
homes and land, it is our belief that they have limited incomes 
and can no longer afford and/or care for same. 


Many towns have had difficulties locating Elderiy Housing 
projects, due to zoning constraints. The Elderly Housing Zoning 
Ordinance passed by the town in 1989 has helped tremendously in 
preventing that problem. 


The Elderly Housing Task Force recognizes that, due to the 
present economic climate, building costs are lower and therefore, 
now would be an ideal time to begin building. The price of land 
in town, although also somewhat lower, along with costs for water 
supply and septic design, make the proposed project not feasible 
unless outside financial funding becomes available. 


The Committee would welcome any suggestions and/or assistance, 
either in the form of expertise or donations of land. The 
Committee also stands ready to assist if any private developer 
were to propose a project that meets the needs of our elderly 
townspeople.

The Windham Elderly Housing Task Force 
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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION REPORT 


The summer of 1990 brought the election of new officers. Carolyn 
B. Webber was elected Chairperson; Wayne Bailey, Co-chairperson, 
and Clare M. Todisco, Secretary. 


Major renovations were done to the Town Hall. Among these were 
an extension to the back of the building, handicap access, 
installation of air conditioning, and new office space allotment 
and renovations on the first floor. The upstairs of the Town 
Hall was not modified. 


During these renovations, the Windham’s Cable 51 made a video of 
the original 1800 walls that were uncovered. The NH State 
Archives plans to keep a copy of this video in their files. A 
portion of this original wall was also saved and encased behind 
protective glass for public viewing. 


The pine tree that stood outside the Senior Center became 
diseased and, on the recommendation of the County Tree Service, 
the tree was removed. It was voted to keep the old screen house, 
with the understanding that volunteers would make some necessary 
repairs. 


Preparation for the upcoming Town Master Plan was done by holding 


several workshops, the focus Of which was the survey of old 
building and historical sites. Mr. Robert Thorndike, town 
Surveyor, waS an invaluable resource who spent many hours 


researching and documenting old sites. 


Amendments were made to the eristoric District Ordinance 
pertaining to membership, and consistency in use of Historic 
District Commission title throughout the ordinance. The Planning 
Board accepted these amendments and will incorporate them into 
their petition. 


A meeting with the Town Planning Board also resulted in the 
Planning Board agreeing to "flag" historic sites so that the 
Historic District Commission can keep the town history updated 
and documented. 


Members of the Historic District Commission are contributing 
information regarding historic sites to the Route 111 By-pass 


Committee, so that these sites may be added to the Constraint 
Map. 
The Historic District Commission plans to work with the 


Conservation Commission in regard to "open space" zoning. 
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Goals for the coming year are a continuum of preserving our 
community character, coupled with educational programs aimed at 
generating an interest in Windham’s rich history. There will 
also be an on-going process of identifying properties and sites 
that relate to the history and character of the town.

Rockingham Visiting Nurse Association is a broad-based home and 
community health agency. It is a not-for-profit, licensed, 501C3 
corporation with Medicare certification. In order to give as 
representative picture as possible of delivered service to the 
community, this report is organized around the three €3) major 
departments in the agency and utilizes a combination of narrative 
statement and numerical tabulation.

e.g. H.E.L.P. and extended care. This department also offers 


advice as to kinds of care that may be needed, whether the 
individual is a regular client or not.

The Annual School District meeting was called to order at 7:37

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SCHOOL BOARD’S REPORT 


This past year has been another in a continuing series of busy 
and productive sessions for the Windham School District. 


At the top of the list must come the achievements of our students 
who continue to perform at the highest levels and at times beyond 
all expectations. This year, our students once again made it to 
the National Olympics of the Mind in large numbers. In itself, 
this is a great honor and reflection on the students, their 
coaches, parents, teachers, and the whole community, but to come 
home with the first place title in competition against all the 
other schools in America is truly outstanding. 


The Windham School Board is also delighted in this achievement 
because it is another indication of the quality of services that 
are afforded to all the students in the district. The students 
who won these prestigious awards were not in special high level 
classes but came from typical classroom environments provided by 
an excellent staff and administration during the years’ these 
students have attended the Windham schools. Committed coaches 
and parents had well-prepared and eager students entering the 
competitions. 


The Board has been working hard to maintain and improve the 
quality of the Windham educational services. The two major 
issues that can affect the district are the population growth at 
the lower levels and the need to find a permanent solution to the 
high school situation. The Facilities Planning Committee 
presented several possible space solutions at the March 1990 
District Meeting. The costs ranged from four to nine million 
dollars with the committee recommending the lower cost solution 
at that time. Several issues remained unanswered and the 
committee spent the spring and summer revising their 
recommendation. An A.R.E.A. Committee was approved at _ the 
district meeting of March ‘1990 to work with the Salem School 
District on a solution to the high school situation. A committee 
was also approved to work with Pelham on a cooperative venture, 
but the Pelham voters rejected the proposal at their March 
district meeting in March of 1990, 


The Facilities Planning Committee after several meetings with the 
architects, Keyes Associates of Nashua, developed a solution to 
the space needs at half their original four-million dollar 
estimate by shifting to build as-needed concept. This approach 
was made feasible by placing the major addition onto the Middle 
School and by the determination that the Center School would not 
be used as a town office complex and would remain aS ae school 
Facility into the foreseeable future. The committee submitted 
its plan to the MMA Consulting Group, Inc. of Boston which was 
analyzing both the town and school needs in order to recommend a 
manageable plan of action over the next twenty years. The 
committee was pleased to find their population prediction data 
and building needs plans included in the final report of the MMA 
to the Town of Windham. 


The oLelalolem | Board also dealt with several other issues at 
93 


workshops and special meetings. Plans were initiated to make the 
school personnel and facilities more accessible and responsible 
to the needs of all the residents of Windham. The Board, along 
with the administrators, identified several groups in town who 
could benefit themselves and the district if more opportunities 
were provided for sharing and caring. Programs to service these 
citizens will be developed from the excellent ground work 
facilitated by the superintendent at these workshops. 


The SAU office was moved from Pelham to Windham for the first 
time in the history of our relationship with Pelham. The move 
was necessitated by the lack of space in the Pelham office and an 
inability to renegotiate a lease with the landlord. Due to the 


economic climate, a move to larger and more modern space was 
actually less costly than what the district had been paying in 
Pelham. The new location of the SAU is on the corner of Lowell 


Road and Cobbetts Pond Road in Windham. 


The Teacher Grant and Incentive Fund (T.G.1I.F.) was implemented. 
The fund encourages teachers to produce educational programs that 


WL improve the learning process. Programs are accepted for 
funding after a review by a committee based on the need and 
quality of the proposal. Already, it has stimulated some very 


creative and innovative learning experiences for our students and 
start. 


A course in Algebra was also added to the list of academic 
offerings at the Middle School and the improvements made in the 
Math Program at all grades are evident in the increased scores on 


standard tests. A revision of the Science Curriculum for grades 
1-8 was accepted. The new Science Curriculum was developed by 
Windham teachers based on their experience and the latest 
research models incorporating hands-on learning, critical 


thinking, and cooperative learning opportunities. 


In conjunction with all the internal improvements, the buildings 
and grounds were also well maintained and work has been completed 
on the fields at the Golden Brook site. 


Economic and cost of services issues continue to plague the 
nation and the northeast. Windham has not been spared the 
frustration and anxiety these times produce. Every effort has 
been made to contain and reduce those cost items that the board 
and administration can control. It is a difficult task when the 
state and federal governments pass along high cost burdens which 
they are no longer able to fund. 


The Special Needs Administrator continues to provide in-house 
servicing for as many students as possible to reduce costs'9 and 
maintain quality. A long-term lease was signed on a building 
adjacent to Golden Brook School to provide on-location services 
for students who would otherwise require expensive 
out-of-district placement. A contract was negotiated with the 
WEA which increases the salary account 4.5%, which is 2.5% above 
the step raise which they are automatically entitled to under the 
existing collective bargaining rulings. A managed care program 
was also agreed to on the Blue Cross Blue Shield contract which 
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should save the district an amount as high as .5% of a teacher’s 
salary. A benefit buy-out program was also established to 
encourage personnel to use alternative health care coverage which 
could produce a substantial savings for the district. 


Balancing the economic demands and quality service issues in 
Windham has caused all the town’s boards and standing committees 
to commit themselves to longer hours and more thorough research 


into the issues. The serious issues of growth, funding, 
expectations, and involvement have forced the Windham Board to 
expand from its traditional three person board to a five person 
board. This year, there will be three board seats to be filled 


at the ballot box in March. The new Windham School Board will 
have a full agenda and a host of new commitments which will 
require much time and effort from each member. 


Windham can continue to provide quality services at reasonable 
costs if it continues its tradition of support and involvement. 
Recent research has narrowed in on the two major factors 
affecting student performance in the elementary levels. At the 
top of the list are parental involvement in the education of the 
child and a 1ow student-teacher ratio. These findings are no 
surprise to the residents of Windham who have always stressed 


these valuable components. Looking back at the solid 
achievements of our school system this year and in the past is 
proof to us that we have been doing things right. Let us keep 
faith in ourselves and our community, and continue to provide 


support for quality in the times ahead.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The days and weeks since my last annual report have been 
positive, productive, and eventful. The voters of the March 1990 
meeting approved some very significant warrant articles. Among 
these were articles approving a Joint A.R.E.A. Study Committee 
with Salem, a Joint Cooperative School Study with Pelham, an 
expansion of the present School Board from three to five members, 
and conducting architectural and engineering studies for 
additions to present school facilities. 


Since those significant results occurred, the A.R.E.A. Committee 
with Salem has been meeting, Pelham voters decided not to pursue 
a Cooperative School Study with Windham, plans and designs have 
been presented for an addition to the Middle School, and voters 
will be electing three people to School Board service at the 
March 1991 elections. We expect that the proposed A.R.E.A. 
agreement with Salem, a larger School Board, and a possible 
expansion of facilities will all be important and, perhaps, 
difficult decisions. 


The A.R.E.A. Committee consisted of Mr. William Russell 
CChairman), Mr. Robert Ashburn, Mr. Andrew Desrosiers, and Mr. 
David Holt CAlternate). This group met with a like delegation 
from Salem from early spring until recently in order to _ prepare 
an agreement which must be approved by the voters in both 
communities at March Annual School District Meetings. Prior 
approval must be received from the New Hampshire State Board of 
Education in order to be presented to voters. We anticipate such 
approval well ahead of the School District Meeting. By March of 
1991, at least four public hearings Ctwo in each community) will 
have been held. 


The Facilities Planning Committee and the architectural firm of 
Keyes Associates worked since the last annual meeting in order to 
make recommendations to the School Board regarding school 
building. During the same time frame, the Town of Windham 
contracted with the MMA Consulting Group Inc. of Boston to study 
both school and municipal buildings in order to assess space 
needs and future planning for construction over the next twenty 
years. 


The Facilities Planning Committee arrived at similar points of 
view regarding the immediate need to create additional classrooms 
for Windham students and that a Middle School addition was 
probably the most logical place to begin. Continued growth in 
our student enrollment in the foreseeable future has us seriously 
in need of classroom spaces by 1993. A Middle School building 
program is therefore anticipated. Facilities Planning Committee 
members included; Jack Lee, Eugene Connolly, Gail Dow, Andrew 
Desrosiers, Jane Bassett, Charles McMahon, Barbara Sutton, Neil 
Gallagher CChair) and Stephen Plocharczyk Cadministration). This 
addition, if accomplished, will allow the school and program the 
first-ever opportunity to gain status with the state as an 
approved middle school. 
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I am pleased to report to you that program improvement continues 
to occupy a priority position in the district. This fall, the 
Windham School Board approved a revised Science Curriculum which 
was a result of Curriculum development work performed by fourteen 
master teachers during the summer. Full implementation is 
presently being accommodated in each classroom. Furthermore, as 
part of our Teacher Grants and Initiatives Funds CTGIF) program, 
twenty-four teachers have been trained and are using Cooperative 
Learning strategies in their classes. This program is nationally 
recognized and supported by solid research in teaching and 
learning. 


Most major efforts in improving schools have included Cooperative 
Learning as a cornerstone of the instructional program. We 
anticipate offering the same opportunity to twenty-four more 
teachers during next summer as well as some additional foll0w-up 
for our first group. Implementation of the Teacher Grants and 
Incentives program has been largely assisted by a TGIF Committee 
whose responsibilities have included developing the format to 
implement the Teacher Grants portion of the program, evaluating 


grant applications, and making recommendation to me for grant 
awards. Members of this committee have been Mr. Plocharczyk 
Cprincipal), Kathi Cofrin, Janet Masow, Addie Ann Lambarth, Linda 
Irwin Call teachers), Jan Brink Ccommunity), and Janis Balke 


CSchool Board). To date, fifteen teachers have received awards 
in order to develop such new programs as "Expansion of the’ ESL 
Program", "“Interdisciplinary Unit Utilizing A Whole Langauge 
Approach", "Cognitive Training", and "Integration of 
Educationally Handicapped Students into the Eighth Grade Language 
Arts Classroom". 


The district has moved forward in implementing the Systems Change 


Project in conjunction with the State Department of Education 
funded through a grant award. This project has resulted in ten 
students being returned to Windham classrooms from 


out-of-district placements and self-contained classrooms so they 
can be educated along with friends and classmates from their own 
community. This important program is having a very positive 
effect on both regular and special education in Windham. Our 
efforts, under the capable direction of Sandra Pare’, Director of 
Special Services, have been held up by the State-wide Initiative 
as a model for integration and inclusion of all youngsters in New 
Hampshire public schools. 


Other events of note have included the negotiations of a new 
collective bargaining agreement with the Windham Education 
Association which reflects moderation in acknowledgement of the 
present state of the local economy; continued annual meetings 
with other governmental bodies to explore state and local issues; 
cooperation with the town in the development of a capital 
improvement program; the occupancy of adequate space for our 
special needs pre-school program; and, certainly, the relocation 
of the School Administrative Unit 28 offices to Windham. We 
invite members of the public to call upon us in Our new quarters 
in Cobbetts Professional Office Park. 
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AS you can see, many things have occurred, are occurring, and 
will be occurring. Many important decisions have been reached 


and coming months will present new ones to make. It is clear to 
me that the district’s strength comes from many sources: the 
skills and dedication of staff, the spirit § of invoivement 


demonstrated by parents and community members, the energy of 
students and the leadership of the school board. I believe this 
combination has served the Windham School District well and will 
continue to be so ina very eventful future.

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DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL SERVICES REPORT 


During the 1989-1990 school year, 197 students in the Windham 
School District were identified as educationally handicapped and 
eligible to receive special education services. Students ranged 
in age from three to twenty-one and have’ been identified in 
accordance with the guidelines provided in the New Hampshire 
Standards_for_the Fducation_of Handicapped Students. 


Services provided within the three Windham schools included 
regular classrooms with specific student modifications, special 
education consultation, a variety of resource rooms, as well as 
self-contained classes at the primary and preschool levels. The 
related services of physical therapy, occupational therapy, 


counseling, and speech/language pathology were available to 
students as indicated in their individualized education programs. 
AS in the past, a multidisciplinary team has been established in 
each building for the purpose of accepting referrals, conducting 
educational and psychological evaluations, and developing 
Individualized Education Programs for each of the identified 
students. Of the total number of students in special education 
programs, twenty-one required placement in alternative day 
programs in public or private schools, for implementation of 
their Individualized Education Programs within the least 


restrictive environment. 


Forty-six students in grades nine through twelve received special 
education services at Pinkerton Academy during the 1989-1990 
school year. In addition to the traditional resource rooms are 
resource programs for emotionally handicapped students and two 
alternative programs c¢Get Set and Alternative Comprehensive 


Training). All Windham students have the opportunity to pursue 
vocational studies from the wide variety of courses offered at 
Pinkerton, in accordance with their individualized education 


programs. 


Federal funds continued to support in-district programs. Chapter 
I monies provided assistance to students in grades two through 
eight in the areas of reading and math. Services of a speech 
pathologist and occupational therapist were contracted for 
preschool and elementary level students through P.L. 94-142 
entitlement funds. A full-time teacher aide was assigned to the 
preschool, which enrolled thirty-two students from Windham = and 
Pelham last year. Remaining federal funds were distributed 
between a resource room aide at Middle School and the required 
child find activities for students aged 0-3 and 16-21. 


During the 1989-1990 school year, both districts in School 
Administrative Unit #28 participated in New Hampshire’s Statewide 
Systems Change Project. As a demonstration site, the district 
made a formal commitment to the provision of integrated 
educational opportunities for its students with moderate and 
severe disabilities. Throughout the school year, Windham’s 
teachers, administrators, and support staff received various 
trainings and technical assistance by consultants from the 
Institute on Disability at the University of New’ Hampshire. 
Eight Windham students in te A or out-of-district 


placements were targeted to return to age-appropriate classes in 
their neighborhood schools in September 1990. Continued work 
with the Institute on Disability will take place during the 
1990-1991 school year, as School Adminisatrative Unit #28;'’s 
application for its second year as a demonstration site has been 
approved. Much credit goes to the Superintendent, the building 
administrators and the members of. the Windham School Board _ for 
their strong support in this system-wide effort.

Golden Brook School is fortunate to have so many interested 
parents who continue to volunteer for a variety of programs. a 
would like to express our gratitude to those parents who coach 
O.M. Teams, volunteer in the library, the classrooms, and help 
students on the computers; and to those parents who help with the 
safety phone - program. The P.T.O. continues to be a helpful 
organization that lends its support to several school activities. 


We continue to see the trend of large entering first grade 
classes. Next year we expect to have over 200 first graders in 
September of 1991.

I would like to express my appreciation to the SAU #28 office and 
staff for their assistance during the year and to the School 
Board for their strong support of our educational programs.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT

The 1989-90 school year was, once again, a busy and productive 
one for students and staff. During the summer of 1989, math 
teachers from all three Windham schools met and revised the 
entire math curriculum. Further changes are anticipated at the 
Middle School during the 1990-91 school year when we hope to 
begin a pre-algebra and algebra program for selected students. 
Plans were also made for the science teachers to work together in 
the summer of 1990 to revise the science curriculum in all 
grades. 


During the 1989-90 school years, French was offered for the first 
time to students in both grades 7 & 8. We have been very pleased 
with the high percentage of students who have elected to 
participate in our foreign language program. 


Students at Windham Middle School continued to score 
exceptionally well on the California Achievement Tests. Once 
again, our 7th and 8th grade students scored signifticantiy above 
the national and state averages. 


‘Student participation in extra-curricular activities continues to 
be a significant part of our students’ overall experience at the 
Middle School. Our inter-scholastic teams were very competitive 
in all sports, we had active involvement in intra-murals, our ski 
club continues to be very active, Odyssey of the Mind teams 
performed admirably, and plans were made to begin two new after 
school activities; the science club and the art club.

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SCHOOL COUNSELOR’S REPORT 


As the Counselors at Golden Brook, Center School and the Middle 


School, we take this opportunity to present an overview of our 
role in the school system with an emphasis on = our 1989-90 
activities. Academic performance is integrally related to the 


social, physical and emotional changes of student development. 


Since student enrollment continues to increase significantly, the 
major portion: of our. time is spent counseling students 
individually and in groups including crises intervention 
regarding school, peer and home problems. We are responsible for 
approximately 600 students each. When students are seen on a 
regular basis, parents are aware of and become part of the 
treatment process. Whenever more intensive family therapy is 
indicated, we readily refer parents to outside agencies. In such 
instances, we function as liaisons between the private agency and 
the school upon the parents’ request. 


Throughout the year, we meet with parents and/or teachers 
concerning students and their problems. Consultation with 
teachers. and administrators is an ongoing process. We are both 
an active part of the Special Education Teams at our respective 


schools. As team members, we participate in all meetings, 
conduct student observations, administer intellectual and 
counseling assessments, and make recommendations to parents) and 
staff. We also take an active role in the transitions” of 


students. to Center School from Golden Brook, to the Middle School 
from Center School and to Pinkerton Academy from the Middle 
Schools 


At Golden Brook School, whole class activities were presented. 
Subjects included developing an understanding of self and others, 
magic circle, feelings and values clarification, divorce, 
separation, loss groups, and stress management. At Center and 
the Middle Schools, the peer counseling program spanning grades 4 
- 8 has been continued successfully. Group activities at Center 
and Middle Schools included stress management, divorce, peer 
support, values clarification, communication skills, independence 
skills and suicide prevention. A special effort was made to 
integrate new students at all three schools. We initiate small 
groups concerning different family or developmental issues as 
another counseling technique. 


As counselors in the school system, our services are often 
indirect and difficult to quantify. We feel that our 1989-90 
year was successful based on the number of students and families 
serviced and the quality of time with both problems and 
prevention. It has been our experience that the positive, 
preventive aspects of guidance and counseling can have a 
long-term effects on student attitudes, knowledge, and 
decision-making, leading them to effective study skills, good 
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citizenship, and greater productivity. As school counselors, we 
are able to work with students fostering mutual respect, 
cooperation, responsibility and self-reliance.

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SCHOOL NURSES’ REPORT 


During the 1989-90 school year, all three schools’ health rooms 


have continued to be busy, active places. Health issues 
encountered included respiratory infections, pediculosis, 
contagious diseases, dermatitises, asthma and other chronic 
conditions, injuries, bee stings, conjunctivitis and strep 


infections. 


School-wide screenings were done for vision, hearing, height, 
weight, blood pressure and pediculosis at each school. Scoliosis 
screening was done at Center and Middle Schools and Impedence 
testing at Golden Brook School. At each school, all students’ 
health records are reviewed yearly and referrals are made to 
update immunizations and physicals. 


At Center School, 320 students were screened with a total of ten 
vision referrals and eight hearing referrals. Two hundred fifty 
students were screened for scoliosis with 13 referrals. One 
hundred thirty two classroom presentations were provided dealing 
with drugs, wellness, adolescent changes, decision making and 
communicable disease. Total health room visits numbered 2052, 
with 473 medications administered. 


Screenings at Middle School were done on all 246 students with 84 
referrals made. Health education continued with Contemporary 
Adolescent Issues being taught in 8th grade. The 7th grade 
focussed on alcohol and drug education using the Here’s Looking 
At You Too - 2000 program. Total visits to the Health Room for 
evaluation and/or treatment of illness or injury numbered 1126. 


Here’s Looking At You Too - 2000 is a health education program 
that has been used successfully throughout the country and is 
currently being implemented in grades 1-8. Although it 
concentrates on alcohol and drug issues, its flexibility has 
allowed us to include other issues in our seventh grade health 
education program. Teacher training was available to teachers 
who had not been trained to use the program. 


At Golden Brook School, 531 students were screened with 74 
referrals made for vision and 11 referrals for hearing and 
impedence. A total of 3740 health room visits were made for 


evaluation of injury or illness. 


Increased enrollment in our Special Education programs has added 
more responsibility for medical evaluations of students referred 
for evaluations and students receiving services. 


We would like to take this opportunity to remind all parents that 
NH State immunization laws have recently changed regarding 
measles immunizations. Any student in grade seven or above must 
have a second measles vaccine by August 1, 1991, to attend 
school. Pinkerton Academy requires a second measles immunization 
given by January 1, 1991, for all its students. 
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Our thanks as always to the staff cf each school and to Windham 
Fire Department Emergency Medical Technicians. We appreciate 
their professional and personal support and assistance.

PINKERTON ACADEMY REPORT 


For 175 years Pinkerton Academy has operated as a private 
secondary school in Derry. Administered by a board of trustees, 
it serves as the high school for all students from Derry, 
Chester, Hampstead, and Windham through contractual agreement. 
The school, named after Major John and Elder James Pinkerton who 
endowed the school, began classes in 1815. After 175 years of 


service it continues to serve the moral, social, and scholastic 
needs of the area’s youth. Each student’s tuition is normally 
paid by the town in which the student resides. The scnool’s 


tuition remains significantly lower than the state average for 
public high schools, as it has for many years. 


The school emphasizes a sound, basic, traditional education 
consisting of a mastery of the fundamentals, the development. of 
skills, and the overall social, intellectual, and emotional 
growth of the students. Pinkerton offers a wide range of 
programs, from college preparatory to vocational C12 state 
approved programs) and supports a wide range of extracurricular 
activities and athletic programs. 


Pinkerton Academy encourages parental involvement throughout a 
student’s academic career. The CROW, a newsletter for parents is 
published several times throughout the year with information on 
events, available assistance and resources, parents’ workshops, 
exam schedules, registration material, etc. 


All faculty members are state certified and many hold advanced 
degrees. 


The trustees of Pinkerton Academy are a self-perpetuating board 
and serve without compensation. Each sending town is represented 
on the board by at least two members.

The Year of 1990 


The year of 1990 was an excellent one for Pinkerton Academy, its 
students, and its = faculty. The school received a 10-year 
re-accreditation from the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. 


Among the accomplishments of the students, Julie Ramsden of 
Windham was elected to the position of Governor at Girls’ State 
and Edward Mears of Derry was elected Secretary of State at Boys’ 
State. Several faculty members were selected to attend 
institutes and educational programs throughout the United States. 


The entire Pinkerton family celebrated the school’s T/7Sth 
birthday in December. Students and faculty acted the parts of 
the founders and original trustees, complete with costumes. 
Birthday cake was served to the entire student body and a myriad 
of celebrations and observances were held. 


Two athletic facilities (The Weston S. Root Athletic Field and 
the Dr. Carl Forsaith Memorial Track) were formally dedicated 
during Homecoming festivities. Gymnastics Or > Gor Ls, and 
wrestling for boys were added as interscholastic sports. Most 
varsity teams eligible for post-season play qualified for their 
respective tournaments.
